Law professor fires back 
at song-swapping iawsuits

BOSTON The music industry’s courtroom cam- 
paign against people who share songs online is 
coming under counterattack. 

A Harvard Law 
School professor 
has launched a 
constitutional assault 
against a federal 
copyright law at the 
heart of the industry’s 
aggressive strategy, 
which has wrung 
payments from 
thousands of song-swappers since 2003. 

The professor, Charles Nesson, has come 
to the defense of a Boston University graduate 
student targeted in one of the music industry’s 
lawsuits. By taking on the case, Nesson hopes 
to challenge the basis for the suit, and all 
others like it. 

The initiative has generated more than 
30,000 complaints against people accused of 
sharing songs online. Only one case has gone 
to trial; nearly everyone else settled out of 
court to avoid damages and limit the attorney 
fees and legal costs that escalate over time. 

Nesson intervened after a federal judge 
in Boston asked his office to represent Joel 
Tenenbaum, who was among dozens of people 
who appeared in court in RI AA cases without 
legal help. 

The 24-year-old Tenenbaum is a graduate 
student accused by the RI AA of downloading 
at least seven songs and making 816 music 
files available for distribution on the Kazaa 
file-sharing network in 2004. He offered to 
settle the case for $500, but music companies 


THE ARGUMENT 

Nesson, the founder of Harvard’s Berkman 
Center for Internet and Society, argues that 
the Digital Theft Deterrence and Copyright 
Damages Improvement Act of 1999 is 
unconstitutional because it effectively lets 
a private group-the Recording Industry 
Association of America, or RIAA-carry out 
civil enforcement of a criminal law. 

rejected that, demanding $12,000. 

The Digital Theft Deterrence Act, the law 
at issue in the case, sets damages of $750 to 
$30,000 for each infringement, and as much 
as $150,000 for a willful violation. That means 
Tenenbaum could be forced to pay $i million 


if it is determined that his alleged actions were 
willful. 

Cara Duckworth, a spokeswoman for the 
RIAA, said her group’s pursuit of people 
suspected of music piracy is a fair response to 
the industry’s multibillion-dollar losses since 
peer-to-peer networks began making it easy 
for people to share massive numbers of songs 
online. 

“What should be clear is that illegally 
downloading and distributing music comes 
with many risks and is not an anonymous 
activity,” Duckworth said. 

Nesson is due to meet attorneys for the 
music industry for a pretrial conference on 
Tuesday, ahead of a trial set for Dec. i.

Italian roaster Illycaffe introduced Idillyum, 
its low-caffeine bean, in Italy in early October 
and plans to offer limited quantities in the U.S. 
starting Monday Brazilian grower Daterra 
Coffee is selling its Opus I Exotic at a handful of 
coffee shops around the U.S. as well as to several 
wholesalers. 

And the Costa Rica-based Doka Estate plans 
to start exporting its own low-caf beans next year 
for roasting and taste tests, with commercial 


sales expected to begin in the U.S. in 2011. The 
company’s clients include chains such as Caribou 
Coffee and Feet’s Coffee &Tea. 

Coffee companies have been looking for ways 
to perk up the $2 billion decaf business, which 
has remained flat in recent years. A bean that is 
naturally low in caffeine but produces complex, 
flavor ful coffee “would be a huge innovation,” 
says Geoff Watts, green-coffee buyer for 
Chicago-based specialty roaster Intelligentsia 
Coffee.

Riders: When will 
CTA projects end? 

Hats and gloves have been brought forth from the back of the 
closet. 

Leisurely walks outside have become a bit more brisk, 

WeVe not quite entered the center of the cold, unforgiving winter 
that makes us question our loyalty to this locale, but temperatures 
are definitely falling. That could explain an increase in e-mails to 
“Going Public” questioning construction status along the CTA, 
Simply put, riders are wondering if construction projects on the 
North Side and downtown will leave them out in the cold. 

For example. Brown Line riders are fretting about the state of two 
stations, both of which are part of the CTAs $530 million capacity 
expansion project. 

Brown Line expansion is set to continue until the end of next year, 
but the Damen and Irving Park stops should be complete by Nov 26 
and Dec, 3, respectively, at least according to the Brown timeline on 

transitchicago.com. 

But North Center’s Ron Rodriguez isn’t exactly confident about 
progress on the construction jobs, 

“I am hoping that the Irving Park and Damen stations on the 
Brown Line will reopen before the hard winter sets in,” Rodriguez 
wrote in an e-mail to “Going Public,” “I see very few people working 
on them,” 

Fret not, Rodriguez, The stops are not off-track, though riders 
should not go by the dates posted ontransitchicago.com for firm 
reopenings, CTA spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall said, 

“The Brown Line Web site doesn’t actually list reopening dates, 
but does list dates of closure and estimated duration,” Thrall said, 
explaining that Irving Park should be finished by early December 
and Damen “is currendy scheduled to be completed in December as 
well,” 

Fair enough. 

But what’s up downtown near the Washington stop, where 
patrons are railing against a shuttered pedway that provided a 
convenient connection point between Mac/s and City HaU? One 
rider told “Going Public” she has asked about the pedway only to be 
given the runaround by the city that it is the CTA’s responsibility, 
while CTA employees have told her it’s a city project. 

Neither is the case, according to Thrall, who said the pedway is 
the property of a private developer, Joseph Freed & Associates LLC, 
which is working on the Block 37 construction project, 

“It is our understanding that as part of the development, Joseph 
Freed & Associates will restore a pedway between City Hall and 
Maty’s, but confirmation and details such as the exact date of 
completion would have to come from them,” Thrall said. 

Well, here’s our update: The pedway will not be ready for action in 
time for winter, according to Paul Fitzpatrick, Joseph Freed’s senior 
vice president of development, who told me it will reopen by the 
summer of 20 09, 

Until then, it seems those passionate about the pedway will have 
to make do with down coats and a faster quick-step.

Everyone knows her by one name: Oprah, 

Media mogul. Benevolent billionaire. Influential 
icon. Talk show titan, 

Oprah Winfrey seems to be everywhere these 
days: in prime time on NBC’s “30 Rock” as a guest 
star earlier this month; at President-elect Obama’s 
celebration in Grant Park; on daytime TV during the 
week; on magazine racks every month; and on her 
XM Satellite Radio channel, Oprah & Friends, That’s 
not even counting next year, when OWN: The Oprah 
Winfrey Network launches. 

And the star power remains shining bright on her 
flagship talk show, with recent guests Will Smith, 
Tina Fey, Beyonce, Jennifer Aniston and Wednesday’s 
guest. Brad Pitt, 

But while her endeavors and business 
ventures are many, there are a few 
signs her expansive empire might 
be losing its momentum and her 
appeal weakening. Her O At Home 
magazine is folding. Her daytime talk 
show viewership and magazine sales 
are down. And she no longer tops 
popularity polls as she habitually did 
in years past. 

So are people still obsessed with 
Oprah, or is the O-mance over? 

“I do think what we are seeing 
cumulatively, all of these different 
pieces suggest that there is some 
kind of falling off of her enormous 
popularity Whether or not she can 
turn that around, I don’t know,” 
said Janice Peck, author of “The 
Age of Oprah: Cultural Icon for the 
Neoliberal Era” released in May, 

Peck, also a professor in the 
School of Journalism and Mass 
Communication at the University of 
Colorado at Boulder, said she’s noticed 
a shift in people’s relationships and 
reactions to Winfrey over the past 
year. On oprahxom message boards. 


Peck said she saw “really intense debate, criticism and 
negative comments” about Wnfrey after she formally 
endorsed Obama for president on “Larry King Live,” 
upsetting some of her fans. 

People also have expressed discontent with the 
New Age spirituality Winfrey seems to embrace. 
Peck said, like in 1998, when her show’s theme was 
“Change Your Life TV,” This year, Winfrey listed ‘A 
New Earth” by Eckhart ToUe as one of her book club 
selections. In 2007, she dedicated two shows to “The 
Secret,” which promotes the philosophy that positive 
thoughts will attract happiness, health and wealth. 
This month, the Hearst Corporation announced 
that the quarterly spinoff O At Home would be 
consolidated into its flagship 0 ,The Oprah Magazine, 
The last stand-alone issue of O At Home is to be 
delivered to newsstands next Tuesday 

Magazine circulation figures for the 
first half of 2008 were virtually flat 
overall and for the top 20 women’s 
magazines compared to the same 
period in 2007, but Winfrey’s monthly 
O magazine dipped slightly, by 1,7 
percent, to 2,3 million per issue on 
average, according to the Audit Bureau 
of Circulations, 

Still, the magazine outsells Martha 
Stewart’s and Rachael Ray’s magazines, 
and even Glamour and Redbook, 

In a statement, Hearst insisted 
that popularity is not waning for the 
third-largest monthly magazine on 
US, newsstands, “One out of eight 
American women reads O, and the 
power of the brand is incredibly strong: 
The magazine’s annual O You! Event 
on Oct, 25 sold out in record time, 
and the 4,000 attendees were thrilled 
when Oprah Winfrey made a surprise 
appearance,” the statement read. 

Like her magazine, Winfrey’s talk 
show numbers have slipped— but it’s 
a trend that also has hit similar shows, 
Winfrey’s Emmy-winning syndicated 
talk show— the top-rated talk show for 


nearly 500 consecutive weeks— routinely trounces 
competitors including Dr, Phil McGraw, Martha 
Stewart, T^^a Banks and EUen DeGeneres by 
millions of viewers. And Winfrey scored her highest 
rating since Feb, 12 with her post-election episode on 
Nov 5, according to CBS, which syndicates the show 
But viewership for “The Oprah Winfrey Show” has 
declined since the 2004-05 season, when she averaged 
8,8 million watchers, according to Nielsen Media 
Research, The daytime talk show averaged 6,6 million 
live and same-day viewers in the 2007-08 TV season. 
Ratings of “Oprah’s Big Give” reality show started 
strong this year with 15 million viewers, but fluctuated, 
averaging 10,8 million for the eight episodes, 

Harpo Productions, which produces Winfrey’s 
talk show, referred questions about the show to CBS 
and questions about the magazine to Hearst, Harpo 
declined to make any additional comments about 
Winfrey’s appeal. 

Earlier this year, DeGeneres ended Winfrey’s 
five-year run as the favorite TV personality in a 
January Harris online poll of more than 1,100 adults 
nationwide, DeGeneres also beat out Winfrey in a 
March AOL poll of 1,3 million respondents that asked 
which da3^ime host makes their day and would be the 
ideal dinner party guest. 

But Winfrey stiU has ample power and influence, 
“We live in a society that seems to become less 
and less literate,” said student Sam Dreessen, 20, 
who lives in Lincoln Park, “The fact that she’s using 
her enormous influence to encourage people to read 
books, which are usually good, I think that’s a good 
thing," 

Kari Johannsen, 32, TiVos “Oprah” because of the 
issues on her show, which aren’t, she says, farfetched. 
But she draws the line at the book club, 

“I appreciate everything she does „, she’s got a 
good heart and she’s willing to help people,” said 
Johannsen, a real estate agent in River North, But 
what she dislikes is Winfrey’s far-reaching influence, 
“Pretty much everything she touches turns to gold, 
and I don’t think her personal likes and dislikes should 
have that effect on people,” she said. 

Others said people may be experiencing the onset 
of Oprah overload, 

“It started with her backing Barack Obama and 
it moved on to her attempt to do the reality show,” 
said Sharon Ross, TV studies professor at Columbia 
College Chicago, ‘A little bit of Oprah goes a long way 
,„ People don’t need it 24/7,” 

However, Winfrey has plenty of fans. 

Autumn Bailey, 29, a financial consultant, catches 
“Oprah” when she can and picks up her magazine 
occasionally, “The thing I like about her the most is 
she uses her resources to improve other people’s lives 
while so many talk show hosts go for the salacious 
dirt,” said Bailey, who lives in Kenwood, 

Winfrey is inspiring, she said, “She really has a 
good heart and she uses her show as a platform to 
help people live better lives, I love her, I think she’s 
fabulous,” Bailey said. 

And it’s not like Winfrey’s empire is crumbling, 
“It’s important to remember the size of this 
empire,” Peck said, “She has a long way to fall until 
we start going, ‘Poor Oprah,”’ lvivanco@tribune,com

President-elect Obama and former 
Republican rival John McCain pledged 
Monday to work together on ways to change 
Washington’s “bad habits,” though aides to 
both men said it was unlikely McCain would 
serve in an Obama Cabinet, 

The two men met in Obama’s transition 
headquarters in Chicago for the first time 
since the Illinois senator vanquished McCain 
in the presidential 
election Nov 4, 
Obama said they 
wanted to talk 
about “how we 
can do some work 
together to fix up 
the country,” and 
he added that he 
would offer his 
own thanks to 
McCain “for the 
outstanding ser- 
vice he’s already 
rendered,” 
Obama has 
said he is likely to 
invite at least one 
Republican to 
join his Cabinet, 
but McCain was 
not expected to be a candidate. 

The Arizonan is serving his fourth term in 
the Senate, 

Obama and McCain sat together for a 
brief picture- taking session with reporters, 
along with Rahm Emanuel, Obama’s incom- 
ing White House chief of staff, and South 
Carolina Republican Sen, Lindsey Graham, 
McCain’s close friend. 

When asked if he planned to help the 
Obama administration, McCain replied, 
“Obviously,” 

After the meeting, the two issued a joint 
statement saying: “At this defining moment 
in history, we believe that Americans of 
all parties want and need their leaders to 
come together and change the bad habits of 
Washington so that we can solve the com- 
mon and urgent challenges of our time,” 

“We hope to work together in the days and 
months ahead on critical challenges like solv- 
ing our financial crisis, creating a new energy 
economy and protecting our nation’s secu- 
rity,” it said. 


Loop business owners

Employees are under 
scrutiny, and delivery truck drivers must walk 
their cargo from a parking spot two blocks 
away When Cron’s cell phone was seized 
and erased by an agent when he attempted 
to videotape the motorcade last week. Cron 
thought it was “way over the top,” 

Bucha and Bong Shin, owners of Downtown 
Cleaners on Quincy Street, were even more 
concerned about their business. Because 
their front door is on the street where postal 
trucks line up for inspection before entering 
the underground garage, foot traffic has vir- 
tually disappeared over the last two weeks. 
The Shins and Cron said they had not been 
contacted by any law-enforcement agencies 
before the security effort was launched, 

“We can’t wait until he leaves,” Cron said.

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Proposed gay school has bigger mission 


Organizers behind a plan to develop 
Chicago’s first public high school catering 
to gay and lesbian students have changed the 
name and broadened the focus of the school 
to include all disenfranchised groups of stu- 
dents, according to officials. 

The revised plan is expected to be voted 
on Wednesday by the Chicago Board of 
Education. It comes after religious leaders, 
some gay rights activists and Mayor Daley 
expressed concerns that developing the 


proposed School for Social Justice’s Pride 
Campus would segregate gay youths. If the 
school is approved, it will be named the Social 
Justice Solidarity High School when it opens 
in 2010. 

“While the school will be open to all 
students, its special mission will be to provide 
a haven where students can feel safe and 
valued for who they are,” reads the mission 
statement of the proposed school. 

The organizers behind the Social Justice 


Solidarity High School said in a statement 
that the changes reflected concerns they 
heard during public hearings. 

“This school proposal went through a 
very rigorous community input process,” the 
statement said, noting that as a public school, 
organizers aim to reach “the broadest base of 
support possible.” 

Michael Vaughn, a district spokesman, 
said, “They wanted to try and make sure that 
the scope was broadened so that kids who 


are isolated for other issues, whether that 
be religion, obesity or other things that kids 
get teased about ... have a spot at that school 
too.” 

But several gay activists said they believe 
the new plan is a “watered-down” version 
of what is needed to keep these children 
safe. Andy Thayer, co-founder of the Gay 
Liberation Network, said he and other gay 
activists plan to be at the meeting Wednesday 
to protest the changes.

Pirates seize huge oii tanker 


□ DUBAI, United Arab Emirates Somali 
pirates hijacked a supertanker hun- 
dreds of miles off the Horn of Africa, 
seizing the Saudi-owned ship loaded with 
crude and its 25-member crew, the U.S. 
Navy said Monday 

It was the largest ship pirates have 
seized, and the farthest out to sea they 
have successfully struck. 

The hijacking highlighted the 
vulnerability of even very large ships 
and pointed to widening ambitions and 
capabilities among ransom-hungry pirates 
who have carried out a surge of attacks this 
year off Somalia. 


BIG BOAT 

The hijacked tanker, owned by Saudi oil 
company Aramco, is one of the largest 
ships to sail the seas. It is 1,080 feet long, 
or about the length of an aircraft carrier, 
and can carry about 2 million barrels of oil. 



Saturday’s hijacking of the MV Sirius 
Star tanker occurred in the Indian 


Ocean far south of the zone patrolled by 
international warships in the busy Gulf of 
Aden shipping channel, which leads to and 
from the Suez Canal. 

Maritime security experts said they 
have tracked a troubling spread in pirate 
activity southward into a vast area of 
ocean that would be extremely difficult 
and costly to patrol, and this hijacking fits 
that pattern. 

Fully loaded, the ship’s cargo could be 
worth about $100 million. 

But the pirates would have no way of 
selling crude and no way to refine it in 
Somalia.

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Cuban temper crisis 

The insider trading charge isn’t the first controversy 
involving Mark Cuban. Here are some of his most recent 
run-ins. redeye 

January 2001: On the first anniversary of his deal to buy 
the Mavericks, Cuban was fined $250,000 for criticizing 
referees after a loss to the Pistons. Cuban had arena officials 
freeze a replay of an offensive goaltending violation he 
thought officials missed, then had photographers take 
pictures of it.

February 2001: Fined $10,000 and suspended from 
two games after he ran onto the court to break up a fight 
with the Cavaliers (above). This is known as the “chalupa 
incident” because the brawl was over the Mavs trying to 
break 100 points so fans would get free chalupas. 

April 2001: Fined $100,000 and suspended from one 
game for making a derogatory gesture during a 111-106 loss 
to the Suns. “I didn’t make a derogatory gesture,” he later 
said. “I jumped up and grabbed my throat after a missed call, 
and that was it.” 

January 2002: Fined $500,000 for criticizing the NBA’s 
manager of officials, Ed Rush, saying he “might have been 
a great ref, but I wouldn’t hire him to manage a Dairy Queen.” 

2005-2006: After former Mavericks player Michael Finley 
returned to play Dallas as a member of the San Antonio 
Spurs, Cuban encouraged fans to shower him with boos. 

May 2006: The NBA fined Cuban $200,000 for referee- 
bashing. Half the punishment was for going onto the court 
during Dallas’ 87-85 loss to San Antonio. The rest was for his 
blog: “[The NBA] doesn’t view the playoffs as a place where 
the very best of the best of officials go to work. ... In fact, 
if the info I have is correct, there are officials who haven’t 
even been promoted to full-time crew chief who get playoff 
assignments. How crazy is that?” 

June 2006: Fined $250,000 for “several acts of 
misconduct” committed after a 101-100 overtime loss to the 
Heat in Game 5 of the NBA Finals. Cuban went onto the floor 
to vent directly to official Joe DeRosa, then stared at and 
screamed toward Commissioner David Stern and a group of 
league officials, tribune, news services contributed.

Insider trading charges could hurt chances to buy Cubs

Insider trading charges brought Monday against Mark 
Cuban, an Internet entrepreneur and owner of the Dallas 
Mavericks, could weaken his chances of buying the Cubs. 

There already was doubt whether other baseball owners 
would welcome the loud and brash self-made billionaire into 
their fraternity if he had the highest bid. Now they have 
something to use to deny him entry, said a sports economist 
familiar with baseball ownership decisions. 

“The charges give the commissioner’s office another pre- 
text for turning him down,” said Andrew Zimbalist, an eco- 
nomics professor at Smith College. 

Robert DuPuy 
declined to com- 
ment. 

If the charges 
effectively elimi- 
nate Cuban from 
the Cubs auc- 
tion, his absence 
would be the lat- 
est setback for 
the sales process 
that began when 
Chicago real 
estate investor 
Sam Zell reached 
a deal to acquire team owner Tribune Co. in April 2007. 

Since then, a declining economy and tight credit markets 
have raised questions about whether Zell can complete a 
transaction once expected to bring in more than $i billion. 
Cuban’s absence would further alter the dynamics of the auc- 
tion, as other bidders were afraid he would try to win the 
team and Wrigley Field at any cost. 

“Mark was the wild card,” said a person close to one of the 
bidders, who asked to remain anonymous because the sale is 
ongoing. “No one knew what he was going to do.” 

Other bidders include the Ricketts family, a founder 
of online brokerage TD Ameritrade Holding Corp., and 
Chicago real estate investor Hersch Klaff 

Tribune Co., owner of the Chicago Tribune and RedEye, 
declined to comment. 

Christopher Clark, a lawyer for Cuban, said the insider 


trading charges should not hurt Cuban’s involvement in the 
Cubs sale because the two matters are not connected. 

Cuban, 50, did not respond to requests for comment 
beyond a statement that he will fight the Securities and 
Exchange Commission charges. 

The SEC’s civil lawsuit, filed in Dallas, claims Cuban sold 
600,000 shares of Internet search engine mamma.com in 
2004 based on non-public information about an impending 
private stock offering that threatened to reduce the market 
value of his holdings. By selling out, the suit alleges, Cuban 
avoided losses of more than $750,000. 

Ralph Eerrara, another Cuban lawyer, said in a statement 
that the complaint “has no merit and is a product of gross 
abuse of prosecutorial discretion.” 

In his statement, Cuban said, “I am disappointed that the 
commission chose to bring this case based upon its enforce- 
ment staff’s win-at-any-cost ambitions. The staff’s process 
was result-oriented, facts be damned. The government’s 
claims are false, and they will be proven to be so.” 

According to the complaint, Cuban acquired his shares 
in March 2004. The Montreal-based company has since 
changed its name to Copernic Inc. and trades for less than 
$i a share. 

On June 28, 2004, Cuban, who was the company’s “larg- 
est known” shareholder, with a 6 percent stake, was asked 
to participate in a private stock offering, the SEC said. The 
commission asserted that mamma.com’s chief executive told 
Cuban during a phone call to keep the offering information 
confidential. 

Cuban, according to the complaint, said in the call that he 
did not like the private offering because it would dilute the 
value of existing shares and added, “Well, now I’m screwed. 
I can’t sell.” 

Later that day, Cuban spoke to the company’s investment 
adviser who told him the offered shares would be sold at a 
discount to the market price, the SEC alleged. 

One minute after hanging up with the adviser, Cuban 
called his broker and instructed him to sell his stake in the 
company the SEC said. That night and the next morning, his 
shares sold for about $13 a share. After the markets closed on 
June 29, mamma.com announced the private offering. 

On June 30, 2004, its shares opened at $11.89, down 9.3 
percent from its previous closing price, the SEC said.

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Taking the Edge off 


Division’s newest addition 
isn’t a destination, 
but it sure has potentiai

It’s no secret that the arrival of super-slick, 
fiat-screen-filled spots like The Boundary 
and The Fifty/50 
have had some 
Wicker Park 
residents lament- 
ing the loss of their 
once-edgier ’hood. 
If those spots were 
the earthquake that 
shook this chang- 
ing strip of Division, then the arrival of new 
bar Edge is merely an aftershock. Though its 
impact isn’t nearly as noticeable, change is 
far from over in this part of town. 

Unsurprisingly, there’s nothing particular- 
ly edgy about Edge. More polished than your 
typical corner pub but more laid-back than 
a lounge, we put Edge into a category that 
you’ll find in most neighborhoods: a just-fine 
local hangout that’s not particularly destina- 
tion-worthy similar to Tilli’s in Lincoln Park 
or Brownstone in North Center.

CROWD 

If you’re looking for a more varied 
crowd than, say, white male jock 
magnet The Boundary down 
the street, you’ll find it here. Flat- 
screen TVs played sports on mute, 
but everyone seemed more taken 
with talking to whom they came 
with-a coed crew in most cases, 
with some dates and girlfriend 
groups mixed in. Don’t worry 
about spending hours in front 
of the mirror or closet to carefully 
curate your look for the night; 
jeans and casual tops were the 
uniform du jour for both guys 
and girls. 

DRINKS 

The bartending staff is still 
tweaking its specialty cocktail list, 
but they’re previewing a few if you 
ask your server. We tried the girlie 
sounding (and looking) Rose Petal 
($10, pictured), which our server 
described as a “dry cosmo.” Made 
with Absolut vodka, cranberry 
and lime juice, Chambord 


and champagne, it was a nice 
divergence from an overdone 
classic. Without a printed menu, 
though, the cocktails hadn’t 
really caught on yet; most people 
were drinking bottles of Bud 
or Miller Lite ($4) or Goose Island 
312 ($5). 

EATS 

The short food menu is sufficient 
to kill a late-night snack attack 
without having to bundle up and 
haul it over to nearby La Pasadita, 
but if you’re particular about your 
food and the ingredients, you 
might be disappointed here. A 
menu in which “chicken sandwich’ 
or “mini-burgers” is the extent of 
the description doesn’t give much 
insight into what you’re ordering. 

INSIDE 

You’ve seen this layout before: A 
bar, high-top tables and a lounge 
section filled with half-circle 
booths. A line of small, low- 
slung booths down the center 


comfortably seats two-or five, 
if you were the packed-in group 
of girls sitting next to us. If you’re 
there to mingle, plant yourself 
at the bar, which was packed by 
midnight. 

It’s too bad patio season is over. 
With a fenced-in beer garden 
and sidewalk cafe space along 
both Division and Paulina, Edge 
is equipped for a stellar alfresco 
scene. To draw a reliable crowd, 
though, it wouldn’t hurt to give 
the food menu more of an 
edge. 

SERVICE 

No attitudes in sight here; the 
attentive staff was eager to please. 

BOTTOM LINE 

Division Street dwellers have 
scored yet another place to hang 
out when the let’s-go-out itch hits. 
If you live elsewhere, save the cab 
fare and stick with one of your 
own neighborhood standbys.

No more Mr. Nice Guys 


The melodic post-grunge 
band Nickelback, one of the 
most commercially success- 
ful acts of recent years, is 
often maligned— this is what 
hard rock has begot? 

Nickelback’s real crime 
isn’t one of form. Rather it 
is that lurking beneath the 
band’s undeniably pretty 
melodies are literal, wildly 
unimaginative and often 
insipid lyrics. Unlike, say. Hinder, which 
flaunts its brute sensibilities, Nickelback 
is quietly crass. 

No more. Nickelback seems eager to 
shed at least a little of its politeness on 
“Dark Horse,” its sixth album— by far its 


loosest and most jagged in 
years, both musically and 
lyrically “Something in 
Tour Mouth,” which opens 
the record, is numbingly 
coarse. “Gotta meet the 
hottie/with the million- 
dollar body,” Chad Kroeger 
sings in his soulless rasp. 
“Shakin’ Hands,” about 
a poor girl who turns to 
prostitution, is the group’s 
attempt at poignancy on the subject of 
women, though Kroeger isn’t interested 
in much that isn’t lurid. 

For the first time Nickelback is pro- 
duced by Mutt Lange (AC/DC, Shania 
Twain), who has nudged from the band 


a tougher sound more suited to its 
inner louse. “Next Go Round,” a soused 
celebration of sex, veers toward 1980s 
pop-metal, closing with aggressive guitar 
riffs. He couldn’t fully jolt the band out 
of its arena-rock ballad comfort zone. 
Sprinkled throughout this album are vin- 
tage Nickelback songs, the brooding slow 
burners that have defined the band. 

But here these songs are the most 
thoughtful. “Just to Get High” is aimed 
at a friend who becomes a drug addict. 
And two of the album’s best numbers, 

“Fd Come for You” and “Never Gonna 
Be Alone,” are about asking for a second 
chance. Could it be that Nickelback has 
seen the error of its ways and is apolo- 
gizing?
